‘York ts eminently a commercial city. On 
its commercial activity and facilities its pros- 
perity mainly depends. Banking is an im- 
portant part of the machinery of commerce. 
‘ As ttad@ increases the operations of banks 
jnultiply, and they have occasion to em- 
ploy, larger amounts of capital, in 
order.“ to afford «the © facilities which 
constitute their-peculiar function. If. they 
‘aré in. ény;way cramped or discouraged in 
‘doing this, all business is more or less ham- 
peted and ktpt back-from its normal de- 
-yéelopment. If they suffer from no burden- 
some. restrictions, they not . only. .respond 
promptly to the’ demand for ‘greater, facili- 
ties, but furnish an actual stimulus to the ac- 
tivity which is. induced by other causes. 
But. at atime when business is active and 
increasing, and the value of property is en- 
hanc¢ing-st a rapid rate, we find that in this 
great commercial city, the centre of the ex- 
chapges of the country, the aggregate valua- 
tion of bank shares—in other words, the 
amount of bank capital in use—is falling off. 
‘For thig there must be some cause outside of 
the nominal working of the laws of trade. 
This. course’ is. suggested by the appearance 
of ‘this item in the tax-list. If we tirn to 
the rate of taxation of banks in the past, a 
rate. that will: be substantially maintained 
this. year, we find the incubus which Is 
crushing upon this important part of the 
machinery of our commerce and clogging its 
movements. In_ the first place, the Federal 
tax upon the national banks ofthis City 
amounts to more than 2 per cent, of, their 
capital every year. To this: the State adds 
nearly 8 per cent., subjecting. them to the 
tremendous burden of “about 5 per. cent. 
The consequence has been seen in a steady 
decline for'several years. in the amount of 
capital ‘invested in this branch of business. 
Ay open aremn tone oy tie Sener ee cere! 
was over $84,000, in 1880 it is little 
more than $60,000,000." - A'single comparison 
-will serve to emphasize the significance of 
this fact.. In Boston, where the tax is little 
more than one-half as great, the bank capital 
during the same period shows an increase, 
not great, but still an increase.

THREH. TICKETS IN VIRGINIA. 

During “the ‘preliminary contest for the 
Presidential nomination it} was made very 
evident.that, should Gen. GRant become the 
Republican candidate, the State of Virginia 
could be carried for him. Prominent Demo- 
crate admitted freely that such a result might 
be obtained. Their fears and the hopes of 
the Repulilicans were based upon the know!- 
edge that the powerful Readjusters’ Party, 
headed by Gen. Manone; the United States 
Senator-elect, who owes his..success to 
the votes of colored’ men, was ready 


to support the ex-President, With such } 


aid there could have been no doubt. that 
the Republicans would have succeeded by & 
majority. of not. less. than thirty thousand. 
All their own votes would have been counted, 
and Ma#ong would have given to. them. the: 


support of fully forty thousand of his white’ 
followers. “The failure to nominate Gqn. 
Granr at Chicago has done away with 
the possibility’ of bringing this about. 
Maxon, who, until recently, was. always 
a Democrat of the most pronounced stripe , 
would have supported Granr on the broad 
ground that he was the candidate of the Na- 
tion, not of aniy section or of any particular 
party; that his success -would break down 
sectional lines and unite the country as it has 
not been “united ‘since the war.

t and his friends can‘find no such excuses’ for
